Henry Abbitt, representing the 
Hopkinsville High School, won the 
sixth annual Oratorical contest of 
the Western High Schools held at 
Henderson on last Fridiynfgbt. This 
is the first time that tho tocil High 
School has been awarded the prize 
and they are justly proud of tha hot- 
or. There were teven orators in 
this contest, representing the follow- 
i g cities, Padocah, Madisonvilie. 
Owensboro, Princeton. Dawson 
Springs, Henderson and HopHns 
ville. The orations were said to be 
the best in the history of the orator- 
ical association and so it is a double 
honor to win under these conditions. 

Tha Handerson Gleaner bai the 
following to say in regard to the 
contest: 

"The Uncrowned Hero" was the 
subject o^-the oration delivered by 
the winner, Henry Abbitt. His 
every word was distinct, with the 
appetrance of perfect confidence in- 
spired by ability and speaking un 
affectedly but forcefully told of the 
heroism of Sam Davis. Confederate 
Army scout, who was caught and ex- 
ecuted when he refused to reveal 
tiie name of the general froM whom 
came the papers which w^ere found 
on him. "Faithful to bis God, faith 
f ul to hie cause and fhithful to his 
friends, he was a real man and in 
the life of the civil war scout was a 
lesson which should be lenmed by 
every man" aaid the spcniier. 

No campaigner of years' experi- 
ence or Chautauqua lecturer could 
have been more at ease than the 
Hopkinsville speaker; his elocution 
was perfect and bis handling of the 
subject masterly. When he bad 
finished, the hearts of many visitors 
sank, because they realized bis ad- 
drees could not be faiiiprofed vpen. 

"In announcing the winner, Judge 
Flournoy of MorganE^ld, one of the 
judges, declared the addresass were 
the beet he ever heard delivered by 
young nien of their age and said it 
was difficult to select the winner. 
He presented Mr. Abbitt with the 
gold medal while the winner was 
abowered with congratulations of 
defeated but good natured orators. 
That the decision was in accord with 
the opinion of the majority uf those 
present was indicated by the out- 
burst of applause which greeted the 
announcement."

It has been found by Wintor- 
nitx that the temperature in the oar 
passage bq^ins to fall a quarter of 
an hmt iftir ^ applieanon of the 
bandage, the decronpr nmnuntiiiijj to 
0.4 degrees 0., and the normal not 
being again reiMslied for from 1^^ to 
two hours afterwards. 

Tlie writer has employed this 
means of producing sleep for a 
couple of yean and finds it cfipocial- 
ly useful in cases whoro there is con- 
gestion of the brain. Sometimes he 
has found tt necessary to reapply 
the bandage every three or four 
hours, as it dried. — Family Doctor.

True 
a dispute will sometimes arlso as to 
whether the bono has actually been 
ilro|)))e(l "witliln tho innaninK of the 
act." Hut once this is oli ur the law 
of the bone will be obatrved by all 
save the exceptional "hooligan" dog 
.net with occaalonally, which outrages 
all the laws of dogdom, erea to the 
biting of hla master. 

Another rigid social law Is that no 
gentleman dog must ever. In any clr 
cumstances, offer violence to a lady 
dog.

The squirrel regards !r 
tree much as the dot; regards his bom 
111- lias a dclinitc right toil, both aH a 
dwclllnt'; and a means of Bubsistonec 
and on the rare occasions when anotli 
or squirrel disputea the right or blun 
ders accidentally on his tree he will 
light flwooly la d^ease of that which 
the law of tho woods allows him to 
regard as his own. If ho wlshea to 
forage afield, \w must chooBe a tree 
that haa not been appropriated by one 
of his tribe.

According to Holmes, tlio opera- 
tion^f remoying pieces of bone was 
por formed long before historic times. 
Tho ofTects on tho skull are easily 
seen after death and aro visihli^ a? 
long as the bones are preserved. From 
inspection of certain skulls &t the 
Inter stone ape in anoient Britain 
tliere has bct-n derived tlio c-onclusion 
that aoioe of these had undergone the 
opprntion, which nnist have liccn per- 
formed with a stone impleuieut. —

The attention of American me- 

teorologiitH had been directed in re- 
ecu f years to the great importance of 
tile winter snow fall in the moun- 
tains of wini-arid woptem states a« a 
Hource of the water available for ag- 
ricoltvsl parposes or for motire 
j)ower tho following pnmmcr. A 
dual problem has been under inves- 
tigation — tha deyelopment of meth- 
ods of inonsnring the volume of snow 
lying on the mountain alopeSy as a 
means of predicting the affloont of 
watiT it will yield, nml tlic conserva- 
tion of the snow by appropriate 
treatment of the forest cover. Among 
the interesting discoveries made in 
this connection ia the fact that the 
ideal forest for snow conservation is 
one filled with glades whose ana 
licars such proportion to tho heii^ht 
of tiie trees that, while snow enters | 
freely, the wind and. sun cannot 
reach the bottom. Tlic production of 
Mieh glade by cutting and pruning, 
as well as hy planting trees of suit* 
alije species, becomes, therefore, a 
part of forest practice in the regions 
in question. Aside from inyestiga- 
tioiis by tlie weather bureau and oth- 
er government institutions, this sub- 
ject has been most actively studied 
!iv tl;e ex. Ill meteorological de- 
jiartment of the University of Ne- 
vada, which is now planning to offer 
a special course for foresters on tho 
relation of mountains and forests to 
tlic conservation of snow. An ad- 
junct of this university is the well 
known meteorological observatory on 
Mount l{oRC.

Try cracking pecans nuts by placing 
them OB end in the nut cracker.

When heating flatlrona, especially 
the kind with removable handles, turn 
an old pan or kettle over them aa 
they are gaooped together and ttiey 
will heat mnoh aaleker and BMre 
evenly. 

A tin pall win be found very use- 
ful to abut flsh in before putting It in 
tile icebox. Fish haa a strong odor, 
which permeates other food, and 
should never be put in the tOrtkOZ un- 
less closely covered. 

In ironing embroidered table nap- 
kins, iron them first on the right iMde. 
then on the wreav side and hade oa 
the right side, being careful aot to 
press the embroidery design latgr the 
linen. Iron the embroidered oiMer 
over a soft cloth. 

This is a very useful hint to clean 
lavatory basina, marble washstands. 
etc Put some powdered batbbrick 
into an old saucer and add a llttte 
paraflin oil to moisten. With a aoft 
rag rub the article to be cleaned with 
tills mixture, then wash with warm 
water. You will find that all stains 
and dirt will disappear.
